Foreword and Introduction 

Who is more positioned to protect Man's 
sovereignty and rights? Is it Man or the Creator Who 
brought Man into being and conferred on him such 
sovereignty and rights? 

Western societies and advocates of ancient and 
modern democracy insist that it is Man who is more 
suited to protect such sovereignty and the rights 
emanating therefrom. On the other hand, Islam 
(submission to the Will of God), which is the religion 
that God has sent all apostles and prophets to preach,

affirms that protecting this sovereignty is to be 
entrusted to Him, in Whose hand is creation, Who has 
actually conferred sovereignty on Man and made hin 
enjoy its effects and consequences in terms of 
multifarious and diverse rights. 

* * * 



This, in brief, is the point in issue between Islamic 
Shari'ah (Law) and democratic regimes, as regards the 
approach to Man's sovereignty and the rights emanating 
therefrom. 

This means that both Islam and democratic regimes 
affirm that Man possesses sovereignty in this life, 
which he must enjoy together with the rights derived 
therefrom, regardless of the source and nature of this 
sovereignty, and of the ideal method of protecting and 
safeguarding the rights associated therewith. 

In this paper we hope to show: 

First: That Man under Islamic Shari'ah is a 
sovereignty being and that his sovereignty 
transcends all obstructions and considerations that 

have nothing to do with deeds and behavior.

Second: Which one was, and is still, more interested 
in preserving such sovereignty and its rights, is it 
Islam which has entrusted the care and protection of 
severeignty to God Who granted such sovereignty 
and the rights associated with it, or the regimes that 
entrusted its care and protection as well as the 
protection of the rights emanating therefrom to 
human leadership itself? 

Let us first address and amplify the first thesis: 

Islam was the first to establish Man's 
sovereignty: 

One of the most obvious and decisive provisions 
establishing the sovereignty which God has conferred 
on Man, as such, regardless of obstructions, is the 
following Quranic verse: "We have honored the 
sons of Adam; carried them on land and sea; 
given them for sustenance things good and 
pure; and have preferred them above many of 
those whom We created with a marked 
preferment". (XVII, 70). 
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The sequence "sons of Adam" in this context 
indicates a generalization which transcends all class, 
color, race, and even religious distinctions. This is 
because the above Quranic verse is a declaration that 
God's conferring this honor on Man had preceded 
men's color and race distinctions and religious 
affiliation. 

Another verse indicative of such honor is the 
following: "And behold, We said to the angels: 
Bow down to Adam and they bowed down; 
not so Iblis; he refused and was haughty; he 
was of those who reject faith". (II, 34) Another 
verse to this effect is the following: "... I am about 
to create Man from clay. When I have 
fashioned him and breathed into him of My 
Spirit, fall ye down in prostration unto him". 
(XXXVIII, 71-72). 

Obviously, none of these verses used the term 
"sovereignty". But the concept of severeignty is implicit 
in such terms as "honoring", "giving preference above" 
and "the prostration of the angels unto him", i.e. unto 
Man. In fact no expression could be more expressive of 
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sovereignty than honoring, giving preference, and 
God's informing of Man that He has raised his status 
so high as to order the angels to prostrate themselves 
unto him, such prostration being one of honoring and 
esteem not one of adoration and worship. 

The practical interpretation of this sovereignty 
which God has conferred on Man makes it clear that 
this sovereignty applies to every single individual. In 
other words, the statements in the above verse apply to 
all individual Men and not to them collectively, i.e. not 
to the social group of Men. This is indicated in the 
verse: "On that account: We ordained for the 
Children of Israel that if any one slew a 
person - unless it be for murder or for 
spreading mischief in the land - he would be 
as if he slew the whole people. And if any 
one saved a life, it would be as if he saved 
the life of the whole people..." (V, 32). 

This means, in the view of Islam, that the 
sovereignty of human society is derived from, and is a 
branch of, the sovereignty of the individuals 
constituting such society, not the other way round, as 



has been the case in democratic systems in eastern 
societies, until recently. 

Source of Man's sovereignty in Islam: 

The source of this sovereignty in God's Book and 
Law is, however, clearly different from its source in the 
view of the proponents of democratic regimes. Thus, 
sovereignty in God's Book and Law is a boon, a grace 
which God has conferred on Man, who, as such, is a 
slave of God Almighty. But in the view of the 
proponents of democratic regimes, sovereignty is an 
essential, inalienable right of Man, which no one has 
conferred on him. 

This different outlook with respect to source is 
behind the decision by the proponents of democratic 
regimes that it is Man himself who must govern and 
rule himself, that he himself should legislate for his 
fellow human beings, no other being being entitled to 
interfere in his affairs. On the other hand, Islamic 
Shari'ah has shown that there is complete harmony and 
accord between the sovereignty which was bestowed 
by God Almighty on Man and the servitude which 
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attaches to Man towards God Almighty, Who is his 
Creator and to Whom he owes his whole existence. 
Thus it is incumbent on Man, who enjoys full 
sovereignty on earth among his fellow Men, to accept at 
the same time his servitude towards God Almighty and 
to completely comply with His laws and provisions. 

A consequence of this difference is the fact that 
Islamic Shari'ah provides that it is Islam which is 
primarily responsible for protecting Man's sovereignty 
against all kinds of encroachments. Hence, it is from 
God Almighty alone that legislation emanates. On the 
other hand, all democratic regimes hold that it is Man 
himself who is responsible for his own sovereignty, 
that he alone bears the burden of full protection of the 
rights attaching to sovereignty against all possible 
intrusion. Hence legislative power, in the view of those 
regimes, lies with Man himself. 

At this point the question asked at the outset is 
raised again: Who is more positioned; indeed, who is 
more capable of protecting such sovereignty which 
attaches to Man and is his own privilege, as is 
unanimously agreed? Is it Man himself, or is it God 
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Almighty, Who created Man and conferred on him the 
boon of severeignty? 

History can provide a decisive answer to this 
momentous question. 

I mean by that, on the one hand, the practice, by 
Shari'ah, as seen in history, to shoulder the 
responsibility of protecting human sovereignty, when 
this Shari'ah was in full swing, enjoying true power, 
when the function of Islamic society was to enforce and 
protect Man's sovereignty; and, on the other hand, the 
practice of attributing to positive law, in many other 
societies, the responsibility of protecting this 
sovereignty and securing it truly for individuals and 
groups. 

In the following we shall review both cases, 
bearing in mind that the power and authority of 
mundane systems are still existing, whereas the 
authority of Islamic Shari'ah has worn off in all or most 
Islamic communities and has been transformed into a 
mere individual impulse, that may have social shades 
extending here and there. Thus when we seek to reveal 
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the effect of the protection entrusted to Islamic Shari'ah 
in this respect, we do so with reference to those epochs 
in which Islamic Shari'ah enjoyed its own sovereignty, 
and hence when the protection of all human rights fell 
under its own responsibility, to the exclusion of others. 
This can be clarified through discussing the following 
points: 
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First - Legislation Power and Man's 
Interest (well-being): 

Man's sovereignty in Islam, being a boon bestowed 
by Allah Almighty on Man who was enabled to enjoy 
it, the method of protecting such sovereignty, therefore, 
relates to observing the instructions of Him Who has 
granted it and enabled Man to enjoy it. This means that 
the power of legislation for Man's life and its 
organization rests solely with God. 

However, a researcher would notice that Divine 
Legislation, as a whole, centers on Man's servitude 
vis-a-vis God Almighty. So how could it be, at the 



same time, a means of protecting his sovereignty 
against hazards? 

In reply we can say that we are between the two 
poles. Indeed they are closely linked in perfect 
harmony. This is not the place to elaborate on this 
point. Suffice it to remember that Divine Legislation 
aims at protecting Man's rights and dignity against all 
that threatens the sovereignty which God Almighty has 
bestowed on him. Those who are familiar with Islamic 
Shari'ah very well know that it encompasses all the 
various human concerns. Thus it enjoins only what is 
good and beneficial for Man and enjoins against only 
what is detrimental and harmful for him. Hence the 
veracity of the rule which says: Wherever there is a 
concern you will find God's Law; and of the rule which 
says: Rules change with the change of times (1) . 

It is to be noted with respect to this fact that the 
Legislator, Who is God Almighty, has informed Man 
as regards the scope of concerns and interests on which

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His revealed Legislation centers. He has informed him 
that the objectives of the commandments addressed to 
His slaves are nothing more than their immediate and 
future interests. Should there be any conflict between 
them, their relative importance and rank would be 
decisive in establishing priorities between them. In this 
manner He has enabled Men to exert efforts in seeking 
to know His rules whenever they feel uncertain when 
confronted by circumstances and events beyond the 
scope of texts, through seeking to examine what the 
weighing of established Shari'ah interests and concerns 
requires vis-a-vis such circumstances and events, 
pursuant to their respective ranking on a scale 
comprising necessities, needs, and betterment \ 

It is true that this privilege bestowed by God 
Almighty on Man as regard his seeking to shed light on 
His Divine rules and legislation does not empower Man 
to legislate for himself. However, it raises him to a high

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status: being God's vicegerent in laying down the rules 
for establishing and safeguarding justice for himself 
and for humanity at large; indeed for the whole of 
creation. In proceeding along the path leading to that, 
all he has to do is to seek to be enlightened by the light 
of the texts and rules that guide to the right approach 
and to what is indisputably right. 

In any case what matters is not who legislates for 
Man's life; what matters is that the legislation by which 
Man abides should realize his well-being and interests, 
safeguard his dignity, and be just in the relationships it 
establishes between the individual and his fellow 
human beings. The history of the Islamic Shari'ah 
experiment has shown that it has met and is still 
meeting all human needs and requirements. Among the 
most important testimonies confirming this, in addition 
to the testimony of the actual experiment which lasted 
for many centuries, is the testimony of the Conference 
held by Paris University entitled "Islamic Fiqh 
(Jurisprudence) Week" on July 2, 1951. The final 
report of this conference stated the following: 
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"The principles of Islamic Fiqh (Jurisprudence) 
have a legal and legislative value that cannot be denied 
The differences among schools of jurists reflect a 
wealth of concepts, information and genuine principles 
that call for admiration. These enable Islamic Fiqh to 
respond to all requirements of modern life and to 
reconcile its various needs" (1) . 

Second - Equality and Aspects thereof in 
Islam: 

Among the obvious, indeed the necessary, Islamic 
principles that are firmly advocated by Islam and the 
Islamic society, is the principle of equality among all 
people, in as much as they are equal in their humanity 
and descent from one origin. Thus no race or language 
differences, nor any social value attaching to rich and 
poor or to authority and power should detract from the 
dominant power of this equality. 

This equality was practiced and applied during the

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life time of the first Islarruc state or Islamic community, 
Z ng the life of the Apostle of God, peaee be upon 
Z and its domrnant power continued to operate a^er 
on, throughout the per.od of domtnatton of the Islamic 
way of life. 

I, is worth noting that this equality was not realized 
after intellectual conflicts, revolutions or demands, as 
Is the case in the h.story of democrafic regrrnes and 
„« reasons of the rising thereof m vanous Western 
countries France and Bri.atn being in the forefron of 
h o ntries. Such princrples and rules of equably 
^ estabhshed through Divme Revelatton wrt torn 
any previous talk of, aspirafion to, or struggle for such 
equality. The Arabs of the Peninsula were ^suddenly 
Z* with the Quramc decree: "O mank.nd, W 
have created you fr.m a single (pa.r of male 
and female, and made yon into natrons and 
r "hes that ye may know each other V.rO* 
the most honored of yon in the srght of God 
Is (he who is) the most pious". (IU13). 

Such decree was further confirmed and 
strengthened by the Prophet, peace be upon him, who 



said: "All of you belong to Adam and Adam is 
from dust. No Arab is above a non-Arab and 
no non-Arab is above an Arab, nor is a black 
above a red nor a red above a black, except in 
piety" (1) . 

But what are the social aspects which are 
conspicuous in this equality, the principle of which was 
established by God's Revealed Book and confirmed by 
the tradition of the Noble Prophet, peace be upon him? 

In reply we can say that it is seen and realized in all 
the various and multifarious social aspects, the most 
conspicuous and important being the legislative and 
legal aspect, the economic aspect and the political 
aspect. A brief account of each of these aspects is 
perhaps appropriate in this context: 

As regards the Shari'ah aspect: Every student 
of Shari'ah is aware of examples of application of the 
principle of equality. Thus all the rights and duties 
inherent in this principle of equality apply to all people 
regardless of their high or low social status. Thus this

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Shari'ah takes no special account of the class of the 
nobility or that of the common people, nor are there any 
privileges for a state ruler, nor for army commanders 
nor judges in a court of law. 

A clear and well known example of the application 
of the principle of equality is seen in the Noble 
Prophet's statement to Usamah Ibn Zayd, who had 
been sent by the Prophet's Companions to intercede for 
a woman of high standing among her own people, who 
had been guilty of stealing and deserved the appropriate 
penalty prescribed for stealing. The Noble Prophet said: 
"Would you intercede when a divine penalty 
is involved...?" Then he addressed the community 
of Muslims saying: "By God, if Fatimah, the 
daughter of Muhammad, were to steal, I 
would have her hand cut off ,(1) . 

A similar well known incident occurred in Egypt 
when a son of the great leader ' Amr Ibn Al-'As struck a 
commoner for no justifiable reason. When the wronged 
person appealed for justice to the Caliph 'Umar Ibn

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Al-Khattab, he said to the father something whose 
echo has spread all over the world, and is still 
resonating in Muslim heritage: "Since when have 
you enslaved people, whose mothers have 
given birth to them in freedom?" He then turned 
to the grieved party and handed him a cane and said: 
"Strike the son of the honorable as he has 
struck you". There is no need to reiterate and recall 
what is preserved and is well-known in terms of the 
great many applications of such equality among all 
categories of people pursuant to the rules of Islamic 
Shari'ah. 

It is appropriate, however, to draw attention to an 
aspect that may not be noted by a great many who are 
interested in this subject. A great many people may 
think that such equality is applied when Muslims are 
involved, but when a problem arises between Muslims 
and non-Muslims then Muslims enjoy certain 
privileges. 

This is totally against the rules and principles of 
Islamic Shari'ah. 
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The strict decree imposed by God's Law in this 
respect is summed up in the fact that the rules of Islamic 
Shari'ah are divided into two parts: 

The first part, which concerns Muslims as the 
basis of such rules, is Islam itself. Hence their 
non-application to non-Muslims is not considered a 
breach of equality. The opposite is true; for it would be 
unjust to expect non-Muslims to bear the responsibility 
of rules and obligations that resulted only in 
consequence of submission to the source and beliefs of 
Islam. The second part applies equally to Muslims 
and to non-Muslims. The rules pertaining to this part 
derive from the principles of justice, as such. Thus they 
apply to both Muslims and to non-Muslims, to the 
extent that both categories are citizens of the Islamic 
community that is subject to the justice and values of 
Islam. It is further well-known that this second part 
constitutes the majority of Islamic Shari'ah rules. Thus 
the rules governing all transactions and the associated 
economic regulations, the rules governing all types of 
penalties, the rules governing manners and conduct 
among Men - all these apply equally to Muslims and to 
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non-Muslims without any discrimination. Exceptions 
relate to what non-Muslims profess in their own 
religion. In such a case the position taken by Islamic 
Shari'ah is to give non-Muslims the freedom to resort 
to the rules of Islamic Shari'ah or to their own laws. 

There used to be in Al-Madinah Al-Munawwarah, 
during the time of the Noble Prophet, peace be upon 
him, three Jewish tribes, who co-existed with the 
Muslims on terms of equality that center on justice, 
religious differences being taken into consideration. 
This is reflected in the document which the Apostle of 
God, peace be upon him, had drawn up to regulate 
inter-Muslim relations and those between Muslims and 
their Jewish citizens. This is also reflected in actual 
practice which was based on the principle of reciprocity 
of rights and duties. 

It is perhaps difficult to conceive that God Almighty 
would reveal to His Apostle ten verses in succession 
defending a Jew who had been accused of a crime of 
which he was innocent, and incriminating a Muslim 
who had wrongly accused the Jew of the crime which 
the Muslim himself had committed. But this did actually 
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happen and is documented and well known and to all 
exegesists and scholars of Islamic history. This incident 
involved a Muslim by the name of Tu'mah Ibn 
Al-Ubayraq, who had stolen something and pinned the 
theft on a Jew who was the neighbor of the person 
from whom the thing was stolen. He concocted pieces 
of evidence which would divert attention from him and 
point to the Jewish neighbor. Apostle of God, peace be 
upon him, considered the case in the light of the 
available evidence and was about to pass a judgment 
incriminating the Jew and providing for the 
corresponding penalty. However, Divine Revelation, in 
the form of ten Quranic verses restrained him from 
passing such judgment on the basis of the evidence 
adduced, and he listened instead to the testimony of 
God Who "knows what is secret and what is 
yet more hidden" (XX/7) which was in defense of 
the Jew and which incriminated the Muslim thief who 
was hiding behind the protection of Islam. The relevant 
verses begin as follows: "Verily, We reveal unto 
thee the Scripture with the truth, that thou 
mayst judge between mankind by that which 
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God showeth thee. And be not thou a pleader 
for the treacherous. And seek forgiveness of 
God. Verily, God is ever Forgiving, 
Merciful". (IV, 105 ff). 

This great aspect of justice and equality continued 
all over Islamic communities. After the Islamic 
Conquest, the area known as Bilad Al-Sham 
(comprising Syria, Lebanon, Jordan and Palestine) 
contained a mixture of Muslims and Christians, who 
co-existed in perfect harmony under the principle of just 
human equality. The Umayyad State in Spain 
comprised large Jewish communities, who, as 
unanimously held by historians, shared all good and 
happiness with Muslims, on equal and just footing. 
Thus the effect of the document which God's Apostle 
established as a constitution of coexistence between 
Muslims and Jews in Madlnah extended to the new 
Islamic states. The suffering of the Jews occurred only 
after the receding of such Islamic State, as a result of 
the corruption that pervaded such state, which enabled 
Christian injustice to become freely rampant among 
Muslims. 

* * * 
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As regards the aspect of economic 

equality: This is a branch of the Shari'ah or legal 
aspect, because economic regulations in Islam are a 
direct consequence of Islamic legislation and rules. 
However, we single out this aspect because it has 
become a separate basic element in contemporary 
human communities. 

But before we give a brief account of the equality 
established by Islam in the economic field, we must 
first caution that any economic prosperity realized in a 
certain society is in fact the result of the efforts 
deployed by the members of such society, regardless of 
whether such societies are of the individualistic type or 
of the communal type. 

Hence, Islamic Shari'ah considers the easing of 
ways and means, for the incentives and efforts or 
individuals and their various activities, as the 
cornerstone for realizing a fair economic equality. 

It is to be noted that in addressing the economic 
aspect we identify equality with justice. In other words 
the former is linked with the latter. It is perhaps true 



that we do not find a need to identify equality with 
justice except when addressing economic matters. The 
reason is that equality in itself, in the provisions of 
Shari'ah, in the various political regimes, is the secret 
and essence of justice, as previously indicated. 
However, things are different when it comes to 
economy and the means to achieve economic 
prosperity. This is because economic prosperity is in 
fact a fabric whose warp and woof comprise the 
efforts, activities and creativity of individuals. Men 
have always been different in their potential capabilities 
and activities. Now if the fruits of their uneven and 
varied efforts are distributed equally among them, this 
would be sheer injustice, although this may seem on the 
surface to be the required equality. Hence the 
inter-linking between equality and justice, is particularly 
in the economic field. 

Hence, Islamic Shari'ah provides that all types of 
property that do not involve manufacturing or 
processing, but whose value derives from God's 
making, must be owned and enjoyed equally by all 
mankind, as justice cannot be achieved otherwise. 
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Reference is here made to minerals and other 
underground resources or those that emerge on the 
surface of the earth. 

However, the ownership of property involving 
making, i.e. those the financial value of which derives 
only from Man's efforts and manufacturing, depends 
on the manufacturing thereof. And as the efforts of 
individuals are involved in this manufacturing, 
competition in this field, within legitimate limits, is 
acceptable and justifiable. In such a case the ownership 
of such property in return for the manufacturing thereof 
and the creation of the financial value thereof, is a 
legitimate right. Hence, justice in such a case is 
restricted by the principle of equality, as is the case with 
people's right in the previous type of property. Indeed, 
it is conditional in such a case on applying the criterion 
of the efforts which craftsmen, manufacturers and 
traders compete in deploying. 

However, the domain in which efforts are exerted 
and competition takes place must be subject to rules and 
limits which must be equally adhered to and complied 
with by all individuals. Hence, the prohibition of 
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monopoly and usurious transactions and dealings, and 
the obligation to contribute between 2.5% and 10% of 
all property that is subject to growth to those whose 
circumstances do not serve them in the field of 
money-making and earning one's living. 

This includes setting-up rules to regulate the wages 
of workers, the most important of which is the rule that 
provides for linking wage entitlement to the quality and 
degree of perfection of the work, and not to the identity 
or sex of the worker. The effect of this rule is the 
research of loyalty (Ju'alah), whereby the employer is 
obligated to pay a specific wage for those who perform 
for him a specific work or render for him a special 
service. Examples are also seen in tenders to which an 
employer invites those with expertise and 
specialization, and the wages determined by companies, 
governments or organizations for certain works or 
services. In all such cases an employer is not entitled to 
consider the identity of the workers as the criterion that 
determines the amount of the wages, as when he makes 
considerations of male and female distinction or other, 
any other, considerations an element in determining the 
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amount of wages, as is the case today in many Western 
countries, in the forefront of which is the United States. 
The criterion must rather be the degree of perfection that 
characterizes the work, the performance of which is 
agreed upon by employer and worker. 

Another example of economic rules in which the 
need for restricting the principle of equality is observed 
is seen in the system of distribution of inheritance, 
where the basis of equality among the heirs is 
observed, to the extent that justice contributes to that. 
Now if it transpires that there are cases in which justice 
lags behind literal equality, the preference is given to 
justice considerations, because the final outcome of 
justice is always one of equality, while the final 
outcome of equality is not necessarily one of justice. 



As regards the political aspect of equality: 

First of all we must consider logical requirements, 
namely that there are certain conditions that must be 
satisfied by those who wish or those who are intended 
to shoulder some sort of responsibility that attaches to 
political activity at whatever level. The principle of 
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equality and the necessity thereof operate after 
satisfying the common denominator of such conditions. 

This is not the occasion to dwell at length on such 
conditions, but we must draw attention to the fact that 
the status of such conditions that attach to shouldering 
political responsibilities is the same status as that of the 
necessities that must be satisfied for the existence, 
essence and basis of a structure and does not justify the 
annulment of the principle of justice nor the breach of 
the system that advocates it. This aspect will be clarified 
in more detail when we address the attitude of Islam 
towards freedom. 

Third - Types of Freedom and the attitude 
of Islam towards them: 

Before going into the question of types of freedom 
we must raise the following question and answer if 
candidly and truthfully: 

Justice and freedom: which one should serve the 
other? 
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This is the question: Now what is the answer that is 
dictated by logic, the requirements of values, and 
human rights? 

I believe that no sane person would fail to perceive 
the logical answer. The obvious answer is that it is 
freedom that should serve justice. Now, if it is 
axiomatic in the literature of modern civilization that it is 
necessary for freedom to serve discipline, one may ask 
how is it that it is not even more clearly axiomatic that 
freedom should serve justice? Does any sane person 
have any doubt as to the fact that discipline, as such, is 
only one of the most faithful servants of justice? 

In brief we can say that such is the attitude of Islam 
towards Man's freedom. Now despite the details and 
minute parts of the rules pertaining to this issue, it must 
be affirmed that they all center on the principle of 
subjecting freedom to the requirements of justice. 

In the following we shall review this Islamic 
attitude towards the types of freedom according to their 
modern classification, to the extent permitted by the 
nature of this paper. 
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As regards political freedom, Islamic Shari'ah 
requires that the pledge of allegiance (to the ruler), 
which should be voluntarily given by all who are 
eligible to do so, or by those who represent them (who 
should be qualified), should be the basic pillar for the 
legitimacy of the rule and authority of the ruler. 

But if the ruler usurps power by force, he will be in 
the position of one who disobeys God as a result of his 
violation of the sanctity of freedoms. The position to be 
adopted by people according to Shari'ah, is summed up 
by the rule which states that if such an usurper manages 
to establish law and order and if he is qualified to lead 
the nation as a whole, by being a Muslim capable of 
managing the affairs of the nation and of spreading 
security, then people must obey him, even at the 
expense of their freedoms. This is because the 
establishment of justice can be achieved only through 
the sparing of blood-shedding and closing the avenues 
that lead to sedition and turmoil, and this can only be 
achieved by subjecting the right to freedom to the 
principle of justice. We have already stated that the 
power of legislation derivers from the authority of the 
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Legislator Who is God Almighty. I must recall, 
however what I have already stated that the Legislator, 
glorified by His Name, has remained silent over a great 
many provisions after having delineated for men 
comprehensive principles and general laws, relegating 
the decision regarding such details to the interpretative 
judgements of the knowledgeable men. 

The Legislator has assigned this task to both the 
nation and the ruler, by compelling the ruler to refer to 
representative men capable of giving advice and worthy 
of being consulted, and who are qualified to give 
interpretative opinions in view of their knowledge and 
experience. 

As regards freedom of opinion and 
behavior: It is universally acknowledged that "taklif" 
(the quality of being qualified to shoulder 
responsibility) - which is among the most distinctive 
features separating Man from all animals - can be 
realized only in an atmosphere of freedom. Thus, 
wherever Man is free to consider, think and take 
decisions as regards actions and behavior and is able to 
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implement his decisions, he qualifies to shoulder the 
responsibility entrusted to him by God Almighty. 

Hence, jurists decided that a person who is unaware 
or oblivious of responsibility is not fit to bear 
responsibility. Neither is a person who has no control 
of his behavior or of what he is made to perform, as in 
the case when he is thrown from a high place and falls 
on a person and causes his death (1) . 

In other words, compliance with God's orders is 
only realized when there is an inherent wish to do so. 
This will happen in the first place only when the person 
to whom responsibility is entrusted is aware of such 
responsibility and then, feels, free to choose whether to 
comply or otherwise with what he is required to do. 
This is what is meant when we say that true compliance 
with God's order can only occur in a context of 
freedom of choice when Man possesses such freedom, 
i.e. when he feels that he is truly capable of 
performing, or otherwise, what is required of him.

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The Qur'an abounds with explicit verses that 
indicate that Man in this life is completely free to 
comply or not with God's orders, whether those 
relating to thought and belief or to conduct and 
behavior. 

The following verses illustrate this point: "Say: 
'The Truth is from your Lord'. Let him who 
will believe, and let him who will reject (it); 
for the wrong-doers We have prepared a fire 
whose (smoke and flames) like the walls and 
roof of a tent..." (XVIII, 28); "Let there be 
no compulsion in religion; Truth stands out 
clear from error". (II, 256); "Often will those 
who disbelieve, wish that they had been 
Muslims. Leave them alone, to eat and enjoy 
and let (false) hope distract them for they will 
soon know". (XV, 2-3); "We know best what 
they say; and thou art not one to compel them 
by force. So admonish with the Qur'an such 
as fear My warning". (L, 45). 

If we now turn from this decisive indication that 
Man is free to shoulder or not the responsibility 
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entrusted to him, to consider the practical experiment 
which the history of Muslim communities has recorded, 
beginning with the first days of Islam, we will see full 
confirmation of this indication of Man's freedom. 

The other opinion, indeed the other opinions, found 
clear expression in all places, in the forefront of which 
were the mosques, the first home of all cultures and 
sciences. 

Thus during the time of the Noble Prophet, peace 
be upon him, the Islamic da'wa (call) led by the Noble 
Prophet himself, was based on dialogue which springs 
from the view that it is necessary to listen to all other 
opinions, so that dialogue could either lead to guidance 
and agreement, or those who hold other views and have 
different beliefs would stick to their convictions and 
dogmatism, in which case the Noble Prophet would 
conclude the dialogue by stating that he had conveyed 
the message, and he would leave those who went astray 
and stubbornly stuck to their dogmas to themselves, 
and hold them responsible for their deviation. We can 
see a sublime picture of such dialogue in God's Book, 
Surat Al-Tmran, where there is an account of the 
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delegation of the Christians of Najran and the dialogue 
between them and the Noble Prophet in his Mosque. 

In the second century, Islamic conquests expanded, 
and Greek philosophy infiltrated among certain Muslim 
communities spreading the cultures and different ideas 
of various religions and dogmas. The result of the 
freedom of thought and research was that various 
deviating Islamic sects appeared and soon multiplied, 
such as the Mu'tazilah, the Murji'ah, Al-Qadariyah, 
Al-Jabrlyah and Al-Khawarij (the dissenters)... each 
sect advocating their own views in every field, openly 
and forcefully. The circles of those sects used to mingle 
with the circles of the Orthodox Muslims (Ahl 
Al-Sunnah wa Al-Jama'a) at the Mosques of Kufah and 
Basrah, where the loud voices of argumentation and 
dialogue among the various parties and sects could be 
heard in an atmosphere of total freedom and assurance. 
The Muslim Imam's role was only one of 
encouragement of dialogue and the organization of 
more and more discussion meetings between advocates 
of various ideas and beliefs. 

It is true that Muslims who adhered to the guidance 
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of the Quran and the Prophet's traditions (Sunnah) 
spared no effort to propagate the faith and comply with 
the word of Truth, and to discharge their duties of 
enjoining what is righteous and enjoining against what 
is wrong, confronting those advocating deviant ideas 
with indisputable scientific proofs, which is the duty of 
sincere Muslims at all times. 

The hustle and commotion of these multifarious 
sects was the result of the atmosphere of freedom and 
the possibility of expressing one's ideas and beliefs 
freely. Later on these sects subsided and melted away 
as a result of the discharge by Muslim scholars of their 
duty towards da'wah and dialogue and their consistent, 
sincere and scrupulous application of God's order 
"Reason with them in ways that are best" 
(XVI, 125), and not as a result of any coercion or 
suppression of the voices of those sects in order to 
prevent them from expressing their views and advance 
their arguments. 

A further clear indication of this is the well-known 
fact that the only form of intellectual coercion in the 
history of our righteous ancestors was practiced by a 
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deviant minority sect, namely Al-Mu'tazilah, against the 
Muslim majority, who were represented at the time by 
one of the most eminent of Muslim Imams, Namely 
Imam Ahmad. On the other hand, the Muslim majority 
used no weapon other than that of discussion and 
dialogue. 

The attitude of Islam towards these 
freedoms is the same before and after 
assuming power: 

And yet, anti-religion deviants keep raising the 
following question: Will Islamicists who blame tyranny 
and tyrants maintain their attitude when they assume 
power and hold sway, or will they be inclined to more 
coercion and tyranny in order to maintain their power 
and to force people to accept their ways and what they 
want? 

I truly maintain that if this question is addressed to 
"today's Islamicists", it is only fair that they themselves 
should answer the question. But if it is addressed to 
Islam and its position, the answer is: There is no 






difference in the position of Islam towards freedoms 
and democracies before and after Muslims come to 
power. The community in which Islam grows before 
coming to power is the community that upholds 
freedoms; and the community in which Islam is applied 
after coming to power is the community of freedoms. 

Now if the atmosphere of true freedom is in the 
interest of Islam in the stage of moving from weakness 
to strength, would not this same atmosphere all the 
more serve the interest of Islam when Islam would be 
strong, in power, and making its own decisions? 

Anti-religion deviants think, or want people to 
think, that Muslims deceive their communities when 
they join the advocates of freedom and those who 
struggle for it in applauding freedom, and that when the 
doors of freedom are open for all Muslims would enter 
with all others, then they would compete with them, in 
the arena of freedom, to power, and when they become 
well established and are in a position to impose the 
authority of Islam and its way of life on the community, 
they would close the open doors of freedom, as they 
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would no more need freedom after they would have 
themselves reaped its fruit to the exclusion of others. 

This view, however, is basically wrong. We have 
never come across such ignominious enticement in all 
what we have read about the morality of Islam and its 
principles. The approach to the setting up of Islamic 
society and the sovereignty of its rule has never been 
based on such a procedure of seizing a democratic 
opportunity that is appropriate for sneaking into power 
or on taking the opportunity of being in a position of 
strength for imposing Islam through a violent 
revolution, so that they need not close the outlets of 
freedom in order to impose Islamic domination through 
coercion and compulsion. 

Finally back to where we started: 

This has been a picture of Islamic communities with 
respect to justice, freedom and equality, when such 
communities were truly under the control of Divine 
Legislation, i.e. in terms of their behavior and not in 
abstract spoken slogans. 



Let us consider the situation of the communities that 
have assumed for themselves the power to legislate to 
the exclusion of God Almighty. We will consider the 
situation of Western communities the first specimen 
therefor. 

The whole picture is dark and dim, covered with 
shining packaging paper made up of a fabric of words 
such as: human rights, right of self-determination, 
freedom of individuals, etc. 

In the following we give in brief some pictures 
which bear witness to the failure, by those communities 
that took it upon themselves to exercise the power of 
legislation to the exclusion of God, to protect the rights 
of all peoples on the basis of one human standard, and 
which confirm that such communities are unable to 
apply democracy in the true and comprehensive 
meaning of the term. 

- The original inhabitants of America were subjected to 
a war of genocide that almost annihilated all of them. 
Such inhabitants did not find any protection under 
democracy. 
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- When the leaders of Western civilization felt that the 

means of winning the war against Japan were too 
difficult, they did not hesitate to use two atomic 
bombs against Japan, which killed half a million 
innocent persons, and then they turned their backs to 
that event and gloriously trod over that human ruin. 

- The leaders of this civilization were not able to 
overcome their fear of the existence of pockets in the 
Islamic communities or mini-states which emerged in 
Europe following the collapse of the Eastern camp. 
This gave rise to that protracting stifling strap under 
which the Muslims of Bosnia and Hersek suffered, 
and to the great number of victims whose lives were 
taken under the ugliest of circumstances and for the 
most hideous reasons. This only urged the claimants 
of democracy and human rights to increase their 
plotting, ignoring all voices of human rights. 

The story of such Man's failure - to protect the 
rights of comprehensive human justice when he 
monopolizes the right to legislate and to protect human 
rights - is not a new one; it is as old as Man himself, in 
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whom selfishness and selflove are ingrained, and the 
same story has given rise to the need for God to the 
rescue of humanity through the Divine Law, to which 
humanity should yield. This is the great wisdom behind 
the need for true religion. 

It is time now to revert to the question which was 
raised at the outset of this paper. 

Who is more positioned to manage Man's affairs 
and protect the relations between Man and his fellow 
Men? 

What we have expounded above is a small part of a 
stupendous whole that enunciates the following answer: 

Man will not escape the terrorism of his fellow Men 
except by resorting to the Master and Creator of Man 
Who is in charge of him. Man's condition will not be 
set right except by complying with His dictates, in 
which case the meaning of the Prophet's tradition 
would become clear, the tradition which states: 

Be brothers, slaves of God.
